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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As a result of 
applicant having submitted a verified translation of the priority document, the rejection in view 
of Grolle is overcome. The claims are deemed to define over the reference to Nabuurs in that the 
covering elements of Nabuurs engage a guide rail, not an outer skin. The claims are deemed to 
define over the reference to Sturt et al. in that the reference to Sturt does not completely remove 
the covering element from the slot.
